flans. A constitution was adopt­ 
ed and the principles of the Ro­ 
tary organization wero outlined 
In five objectives.

1. To organize new olubs,
2. To promote the common

good of all clubs. 
8. To encourage civic pride

ami loyalty,
4. To promote honorable busi­ 

ness methods.
6. To advance the business In­ 

tel es.ts of the Individual 
members.

Paul Harris was elected presi­ 
dent of the new organization 
and Cncsley Perry was elected 
secretary. Rotary Headquarters 
were established In the secreta­ 
ry's own office In the Calumet 
Building In Chicago.

Before the end of tho year, 
eight more clubs wero organiz­ 
ed, Including one In Winnipeg, 
Canada. Thus, the year 1910 
marked not only the organiza­ 
tion of the various Rotary clubs 
as a united body, but also the 
first crossing of tho first na­ 
tional boundary line,
